The American explained that he was 
there in the role of “peace maker,” 
an o™ice held sacred throughout the 
length and breadth of China. He re- 
viewed the situation, told the bandits 
of America’s ttaditional friendship for 
China. He said that the United States 
had been deeply grieved by the kid- 
naping. 

In reply to the outlaws’ demands 
for foreign guarantee of immunity 
from punishment and other terms if 
the captives were released. Anderson 
explained that this would be possible 
only if the foreigp vowers took over 
the government of China, a course 
emphasized the brigand 
chieftains themselves desired above 
all to avoid. 

Outlaws Enrolled. 

When Anderson had finished, Gen- 
eral Chen TYiao Yuan, representing 
the military govesnment of Shantung, 
read a document which recited the 
enrollment of 2,000 outlaws in the 
Chinese army, the payment of $20 to 
each and the distribution of uniforms. 

Then the crisis was reached. An- 
derson, supported by General Chen, 
asked for the immediate release of 
the eight foreign captives. 

The outlaw chieftains parleyved 
among themselves, ‘Then a messen- 
ger left the circle and started up the 
steep Paotzuku slope. 

The formal agreement for the re- 
lease of the prisoners was produced 
and signed by the two chief spokes- 
men, one, Rov Seott Anderson, of 
Atlanta, Ga., U. S. A., and the other 
the chosen “elder brother” of the 
brigand, Sun KRwei-Tsu. 

In a few moments the messenger 
reappeared and following him, = ac- 
companied by an armed detachment 
of their guards, came the eight pris- 
oners of Paotzuku. 

They passed through Tsiliho, 
headed for the railroad, free 
once more.

COTTON Ol MILLS 
TO BE SHUT DOWN 


New York, June 12.—The American 
Cotton Oil company announced today 
that it had decided to close tempora- 
rily its fourteen crushing mills in 
southern states. 

The company said in a statement 
that the mills would be closed “nend- 
ing such time as the conditions in the 
cotton industry had so far improved 
as to justify the company in operat- 
ing. 

For similar reasons the company 
is arranging for the closing of their 
oil ‘and fertilizer plants at Gretna, 
Layisiana.

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WHAT MAKES FOR CONTINUED 
PROSPERITY - 


E HEAR much about 
the “business cycle,” 
and have seen much 
‘of it in the last three years. We 
ought to learn by experience, but 
do we? 

All the modern countries have 
alternating periods of prosperity and 
depression, more or less pronounced. 
The fundamental -cason for these 
fluctuations is that we hav- develop- 
ed a highly speciauzed society. In- 
stead of each doing everything for 
himself, as in primitive times, we 
have all become specialists, each do- 
ing some one thing, and making ex- 
changes with each other. It is a high- 
ly effective system when it is all in 
balance and running smoothly, but 
like any other complicated machine 
it is more likel;- to get out of order 
than a simple machine.

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they have had experience also with 
adversity, and every period of pros- 
perity finds a lot of people who have 
not been seasoned in both experi- 
ences. 

Prosperity tends to make people 
easy-going in management, loose in 
expenditures, careless about saving. 
They do not see why things will not 
alwaysrun along in the same smooth 
way. The instinct of caution is 
weakened, — the impulse to expan- 
sion, to spread out and cut a wider 
swath, to spend more money and 
live up close to the income, develops. 

In business a period of prosperity 
encourages men to overreach them- 
selves. They go deeply into debt be- 
cause prices are rising, and the buy- 
ing on credit causes prices to rise still 


farther. The longer the boom con- 
tinues the more venturesome people 
become and the narrower the mar- 
gins become, until the whole price 
structure becomes topheavy and 
comes down with a crash. 

Such periods of rising and falling 
prices disturb the ‘regular order of 
business. All prices and wages do 
not rise and fall together, the regular 
flow of trade is interrupted, the 
equilibrium upon which prosperity 
depends is disturbed. 

Muchissaid about the desirability 
of stabilizing business. It would be a 
fine thing to stabilize business, but 
you will have to stabilize the buying 
and borrowing of about 100,000,000 
people, for it is what the great body

If one in- 
dustry is affected and discharges em- 
ployes, consumption is curtaiied and 
causes more unemploymenc:. And so 
the circle of distress is widened, 
largely for lack oy reserve resources. 

Every business .ouse, commun 
ity, every family. able at such a time 
to stand up in its own strength, | 
meet its obligations, and go on as 
usual, instead of toppling over on 
someone else, helps to stem the de- 
morglization. They are the houses and 
the people who give stability to the 
industrial situation. And so the way 
to stabilize industry and do away 
with crises and depressions is for 
everybody to make himself indepen- 
dent by having something in reserve. 
The business situation is what the 
buying ability of the millions makes it. 

Don't spend quite so much when 
you are making it; put away some 
thing against the need for it. Even 
in very early and simple times the 
maxim was current that it was well 
to iay something by for the “rainy 
day.” If everybody would provide 
against hard times there would be 
no hard times. “If everyone would 
sweep in front of «is own door, the 
whole world would be cleai.” 

Money in the Bank or money in- 
vested in sound Bonds and other 
securities, representing resources in 
reserve, acts as a protection not only 
to dependent vnes in times of emerg- 
ency put also as a contribution to 
the protection of the community 
against the spread of depression. 

These are prosperous times! There 
is work for everybody and good pay.

Certain food materials have been 
accredited with the effect of increas- 
ing the blood pressure, particularly 
common salt, the proteins (nitroge- 
nous sub#tances) of meat and eggs, 
and the purins (foods of animal and | 
vegetable origin which contain ma-| 
terial capable of forming uric acid). 


any of these food muterials increases 
blood pressure, nor that the omission 
of these food materials from the diet 
reduces a high blood pressure. ‘The 
carbohydrate food materials (starches 
and sugars), which constitute the 
chief and most essential food of man, 
and which are most frequently taken 
to excess by persons who have the 
habit of overeating, sometimes seem 
to incfease blood pressure; a sharp 
cut in the total carbohydrate content 
of the diet often brings down an ab- 
normally high pressure. ” 

High blood pressure isn’t a disease 
nor even a symptom, but merely a’ 
Sign noted in the physician's exami- | 
nation. A great many people labor 
under the misapprehension that they 
have high blood pressure when in 
fact their blood pressure is normal or 
muyvbe too low. 

In many instances it is not only 
undesirable to lower a high blood 
pressure but harmful to the patient's 
health to do so. Increase in the blood 
pressure is an inevitable accompani- 
inent of some diseases which involve 
the heart, arteries or kidneys; it is 
a conservative change in effect, for it 
helps the distribution of the blood 
through the narrowed or thickened 
or contracted vessels of the region in- 
volved. It means that a compensa- 
tory modification of the circulation 
has become necessary to give each 
cell its proper < -ply of blood- 
nutriment and oxygen. The high blood 
pressure may be lowered, all right, 
if that is the only consideration, but 
it 18 a nice medical problem in the 
individual case whether it would be 
helpful to lower it.

DISEASE FlTS NEGRO 
WHO TS GOING NORTH 


Disease resulting from living con- 
ditions in the North are taking a 
heavy toll of negroes who have been 
enticed away from Georgia by labor 
agents with extravagant promises of 
high wages. This report received in 
Atlanta from Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Cleveland and other Northern cities 
has been verified by heads of negro 
insurance companies in Atlanta who 
state that they have been called upon 
to pay an unusually large number of 
death claims on negroes who have emi- 
grated north, and that the percentage 
of deaths among their policy holders 
who have moved north is far higher 
than among those who remain in the 
south. 

Alarmed for the safety of large 
numbers of their race, educated ne- 
groes are seeking to halt the oxodus 
from the south by informing the ig- 
norant negro laborers of the dangers 
facing them when they go north. Af- 
ter a trip to the north where he per- 
sonally investigated conditions, a 
warning was sounded by Ben Davis, 
editor of an Atlanta newspaper for 
negroes, and secretary of a negro fra- 
ternal insurance organization, who 
urged the educated negroes to show 
the members of their race the folly of 
blindly accepting the statement_of la- 
bor agents who are paid so much a 
head for the negroes they can sign 
up. 


Living Conditions Bad. 

“Even worse that the northern eli- 
mate in its eifect on negroes who have 
always lived in the south are the liv- 
ing conditions in the big industrial 
cities to which the negroes are go- 
ing,” Davis said. “One house I vis- 
ited in Philadelphia has six families 
living in it when it was intended for 
only two. Many others are crowded 
into tenements go thickly that proper 
sanitation and ventilation are impossi- 
ble, and diseaseg spread rapidly from 
one to another, ‘The negro is very 
susceptible to consumption and espe- 
cially when he makes a sudden change 
to crowded city life after living on a 
Georgia plantation or in a small 
southern town all his life. Some of the 
negroes are coming back from the 
north, but they are coming back in 
coffins, 

“The ignorant negro doesn’t look 
ahead and he doesn’t realize that the 
industrial boom which is attracting 
him to the north is only temporary. 
Maybe the common laborer can make 
higher wages in the north just now, 
but the cost of living is so much. high- 
er he eats up what he makes, and 
when the temporary boom is over 
he is going to be out of a job and 
stranded in a country where he hasn't 
any friends. It is the duty of the ed- 
ucated negro to help the white people 
in telling the ignorant negroes the 
dange¢s that are ahead of them when 
they pick up and leave the south.”
